In response to the Office Action dated October 10, 2002, Applicants elect Group 
II, recited in claims 2-8, for prosecution on the merits at this time. 

Applicants also elect the species of formula (A), as exemplified in Example 1 of 
the application.

Applicants respectfully submit that Groups I and II are properly examinable 
together. Applicants point out that if the search and examination of an entire 
application can be made without serious burden, the entire application must be 
examined on the merits, even though it includes claims to independent or distinct 
inventions.
